Q24-27, a subdriving circuit Q20-23, a magnetic disk (col. 1,1.18), and a controller 18. 
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6. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by US 
patent No. 6,614,273, hereinafter 'Teterud". 

Teterud shows a magnetic head driving circuit comprising a coil LS, a main driving 
circuit QH, QL, resistors RS, a subdriving circuit MB, QB, a magnetic disk (col. 1, 1. 12), 
and a controller 50.
